Details of the Shooting Incident 

On the morning of 02/ 11/2011, members of the New Haven 
Division SWAT team arrived at an outdoor training facility in 
Middletown, Connecticut tc conduct SWAT training. The range was 
surrounded by a chain link fence topped with razor wire. Upon 
arriva.!, SWAT team, members unlocked the auto entrance into rhe 
range and saw a female deer with three fawns inside of the range 
compound . 
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The animals were located .in the middle of the firearms 
range and had to be removed oefore training could begin. As 
personnel approached, the deer panicked and ran away crashing 
into the fence. One of the fawns was lying or its side, bleeding 
and unable to get up. As they approached the injured fawn, the 
Agents realized the animal was suffer ing end could not survive 
the accident. At. that time, -7 | \ ad v:. sod, he would euthanize
